of Property W hich the Police Were 


Powerless to Prevent, Cavalry and 


Infantry Were Dispatched to Rhond­ 


da Valley— Strikers Stop Ventilating 


M achinery— Horses Smothering. 


London, Nov. 9 .—There was serious 
rjoting in the Rhondda Valley , South 
wales, last nig ht, in connection with 
the coal miners’ strike. 
There have 
been sporadic disturbances and fig hts 
with the police at many places during 
the last few day s, but last nig ht the 
trouble was on a larg e scale. 
The 
fig hting centered chiefly at the power­ 
house of the Glamorg an pit. near To- 
ny pandy . where the manag er of the 
mine, a score of eng ineers, clerks and 
stokers were besieg ed. They had been 
working seventy hours working the en­ 
g ines to keep the pumps g oing . 
Had 
the pumps been stopped the pit would 
flood and it would not be possible to 
open it ag ain. 
All the evening police 
from 
Cardiff, 
Swansea 
and 
Bristol 
foug ht off the thousands of strikers 
and their sy mpathizers, who kept up 
a fusillade of stones, while others bar­ 
ricaded the roads to prevent the ru­ 
mored approach of the soldiers. 
The g overnment, in response to a 
request for help from the chief con­ 
stable of Glamorg anshire, had ordered 
cavalry and infantry to the scene, but 
later orders were g iven to hold the 
military at Cardiff, and the g overn­ 
ment sent instead 27 0 mounted and un­ 
mounted police from London. 
These 
arrived late at nig ht. 
They immedi­ 
ately took a hand in the g ame and 
quieted thing s forthwith for a while. 
At midnig ht, however, the rioters ran 
amuck in Tony pándy , smashing win­ 
dows in all directions and looting pro­ 
vision. clothing and other stores. They 
did damag e that is estimated at $150.- 
000. 
One hundred and twenty -five 
stores and houses were more or less 
wrecked. 
Some were fired by incen­ 
diaries. 
The local authorities ag ain 
appealed to the g overnment, which or­ 
dered that the troops held up at Car­ 
diff proceed to Tony pandy , and they 
are now on their way there. Two hun­ 
dred more London policemen 
have 
been sent to reinforce those already 
at the scene. One hundred and twenty 
strikers and policemen were seriously 
injured in the fig hting , while a num­ 
ber of others were slig htly hurt. Riot­ 
ers have controlled three pits since 
Monday . 
They have stopped the ven­ 
tilating machinery , and thousands of 
horses in the mines are starving and 
being slowly asphy x iated.

General Me­ 
dina, former commandant at Ceiba, 
has g one to Amapala to consult Valla­ 
dares and has been joined there by 
Generals Lara and Matuty , who were 
prominent in the recent Nicarag uan 
revolution. 
Medina, who is a noted fig hter and 
one of the most powerful political 
leaders in 
Honduras, only recently 
turned ag ainst President Davila.
